Threatening Telegraphic De- 
mand Upon Merchant Is 
Made by Dr. Edmund 
R. Moras. 


CASE IN HANDS OF POLICE. 


Friends to Care for Eccentric 
'\ Physician Said to Be Vic- 
tim of a Mental 
Malady. 


A demand for $1,000,000 from a State street 
merchant, under dire threats, was the cli- 
max of the eccentricities of Edmund R. 
Moras, a Chicago physician and the author 
of medical works. 

The demand was made on Leon Mandel on 
Monday in a sixty word telegraph message, 
signed by Moras. The police have been 
working for several days on the case, and 
finally decihd that Moras was harmless, but 
needed watching. The matter was kept 
secret until yesterday in consequence of the 
efforts of friends of Dr. Moras to get the 
physician out of town for a much needed rest. 

Overwork and almost incessant pain reeult- 
ing from the loss of his arm several years 
ago are supposed to be responsible for the 
queer actions of the physician, who has 
left his home at 1408 Washington bdule- 
vard and is now in the care of H. C. Perry, 
332 South Grove avenue, Oak Park. 


Text of the Demand. 


Mr. Mandel last Monday noon received 
the telegraph message and as nearly as the 
detective who had personal charge of the 
case can recall it, its contents were in sub- 
stance: . — 

To Leon Mandel, president, or any other person 
in authority at Madel Brothers“ I warn you that 
unless you appear this afternoon at 2 o'elock at the 
office of Col. James Hamilton Lewis and show geod 
and sufficient cause why you should not pay me 
$1,000,000 in cold cash, you will have to take the 
consequences. EDMUND R. MORAS. 

Dr. Moras admitted last night that he had 
sent such a message, but said he regretted it. 
The only thing that he could bring up against 
the firm was that it had once sued him for a 
small account, not over $100, and that the 
people in Oak Park were pointing scornful 
fingers at him. 


Mandels Notify the Police. 

Neither Leon Mandel nor his brothers were 
worried much about the telegram, for from 
its character they at once suspected it was 
sent by a person who at least temporarily 
could not be held mentally responsible, but 
they thought they’d better notify the police.

ney to the case. He went over to the ee 
offices of the department store and sat 
a round until 5:30 o'clock. 

Meanwhile it became known, through Mr. 
Lewis, that Dr. Moras was harmless, and 
ail that he needed was a rest. The firm de- 
cided not to prosecute out of deference to 
the physician and his wife and friends. 

Robert Mandel declined yesterday to dis- 
cuss the matter at all. 

*All information,” he said, must come 
from the police.“ 


Friend to Look After Moras. 


The police are not going to take any 
further action unless br. Moras becomes 
troublesome and there is now on foot a 
movement to appoint me good friend of 
Dr: Moras to look after his affairs, with 
the sanction of the court. 

Dr. Moras is the author of “ Autology ” 
(Study Thyself) and Autopathy (Cure Thy- 
ecif), and these two books have had wide cir~ 
culation, though said to be condemned by 
medical societies. He is president of the com- 
peny that publishes them and which pre- 
pares certain cures. 

The doctor says he is a graduate of Har- 
vard Medical school, class of 1888, and that 
he formerly was a house physician in Cook 
county hospital and professor of obstetrics 
in the College of Physicians and Surgeons. 


Claims He Is Persecuted. 

According to Moras himself, he has béen 
persecuted by various persons from time to 
time. At his new quarters in Oak Park he 
said last night: 

“TI have been persecuted for eleven years. 
My arm was once crushed and without my 
knowledge was amputed in a bunglesome 
manner. I suffer pain almost constantly. I 
have been boycotted by the Chicago Medical 
society’ and on this account largely I have 
not practiced for the last five years. 

“T have twice been railroaded to jail, 


J dragged through the streets with handcuffs 


on my arm, as if this were not the free United 
States but Russia. On Monday morning of 
this week I was served on the streets of Oak 
Park with a summons in this Mandel suit. 
The people pointed to me scornfully and said 
there was a warrant out for my arrest. It 
was under these conditions that I sent the 
telegram to Mr. Mandel.“ 


Mrs. Moras Talks of Trouble. 

Mrs. Moras, at her Washington boulevard 
house, went into details of the physician's 
life. tt is a handsomely furnished house. 

She said her husband always had devoted 
a great deal of time to science and several 
years ago he gave up practicing to publish 
his views on the healing of diseases. 

Last February,” she said, the doctor 
engaged an assistant who cl d to bea 
graduate from Yale. This young man 
started in by addressing packing.boxes, but 
he soon gained ascendency over the doctor’s 
mind. He got the doctor to drinking. As 
many as seventy glasses of beer have been 
drunk by those two of an evening in the office 
below. They bired nine young women for 
stenographers and other clerical work. They 
never had made more than $5 or $6 a week, 
but the doctor gave each of them $30. 


Income $8,000 a Month. 

“Dr. Moras’ income at this time was 
around $8,000 a month. He bought the ste- 
nographers quantities of jewelry and would 
go out with them evenings. Most of the girls 
were modest and did not believe in that sort 
of thing, and offered me the jewelry back, 
after leaving the employ of the doctor, but I 
did not accept it. 

„Later the doctor made a will disinherit- 
ing our san, and then he sued me for divorce. 
Acting under friends’ advice, I did not contest

with $125 a month allowance and the custody 
ot arr 1.

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Secretary of State Board Causes 
Dr. Edward Dowdall’s Arrest. 


COMPLAINT MADE BY WOMAN. 


Offer Made to Bribe Official to Get 
Midwife Certificate. 


Dr. Edward Dowdall, 418 La Salle avenue, 
was detained last night in the East Chicago 
avenue police station and will appear this 
morning before Judge Freeman K. Blake 
as the result of some peculiar ideas of med- 
ical etiquette which have been guiding him. 

His arrest opens up an investigation into 
the methods of men who have been swin- 
dling prospective medical practitioners and 
representing themselves as agents of the 
state and city boards of health. 

Dr. Dowdall is accused of obtaining money 
from medical students and from women who 
are endeavoring to pass state examinations 
to obtain certificates as midwives, the 
money to be used in fixing Dr. James A. 
Egan, secretary of the state board of health. 

He was arrested on complaint of Mrs 
Minnie Miller, 184 Milton street, she assert- 
ing that she had paid im $100 to secure from 
Dr. Egan a charitable scrutiny of the an- 
sewers which she made in the state examina- 
tion by the board of health, now in progress 
at the Great Northern hotel. 


Dr. Egan Collects Evidence. 

Dr. Dowdall’s present situation adds great- 
ly to the delight of Dr. Egan, who spent an 
energetic five hours in the afternoon in se- 
curing the evidence against the physician 
and his subsequent arrest. 

Dr. Egan has been aware for some years 
that a number of medical students and mid- 
wives had what appeared to them to be good 
and sufficient reason bor beHeving him to be 
a grafter. 

He confesses that this knowledge was dis- 
tressing, the more so because until yesterday 
he was unable to get any evidence against 
any one of the persons who professed to be 
able to deliver him. 

While the examinations were in progress at 


the women seeking state permission to be- 
come a midwife, flew signals of distress, 
finding that the questions were more difficult 
than she had expected. 


Woman Lets the Secret Out. 

Dr. Egan's attention was attracted by them 
and Mrs. Miller, quite innocently and entire- 
ly confidentially asked him: 

„Haven't you seen Dr. Dowdali?” 

Dr. Egan had an inspiration and countered 
with the inquiry: 
„How much did you pay Dr. Dowdall?”’ 

“A hundred dollars,“ said the woman, 
“and he was to see that Dr. Egan passed 
me. * 

Do you know Dr. Egan,“ he asked. 

She said she did not and upon his admitting 
his identity, she explained what her dealings 
with the accused physician had been. Dr. 
Egan started work on the trail of Dr. Dow- 
dall. He got hold of Attorney Charles Alling, 
counsel for the wate board, and went after 
the evidence. 

Mrs. Miller's . is a barber and it was 
he, they had been told, who had conducted 
negotiations with Dowdall. They found Mil- 
ler and he said he had made a trip to Spring- 
| field with the physician to make sure that it 
was not a “con” game into which he and 
= wife were falling. He said they had seen 

Dr. Egan and had been told that the matter 
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have your whiskers.” 

A warrant for the arrest of Dowdall was 
secured and given to Detectives Walley and 
Elliott of the Chicago avenue station, who 
went to the physician’s house in La Salle 
avenue and secured an interview with him 
by stratagem. The instant the physician 
discovered the official capacity of his guests 
he made a fine break for liberty, dashing 
back through the hall with the detectives at 
his heels. He was run down, captured, and 
taken to the Chicago avenue police station. 

Mrs. Miller, according to Dr. Egan, was 
innocent of wrongdoing in the case. She 
had been informed it was the regular thing 
to fx the state board officials and that 
no medical examinations were “on the 
square.“ 

She had been studying at a medical col- 
lege at which Dowdall was a frequent visitor, 
and she said he told her he could make it 
easy for her to pass the examination. She 
did not have the money he demanded, but 
she borrowed it from her mother. 

This is the only case in which evidence 
has been secured, but Dr. Egan and Mr. Alling 
are working on other cases, hoping to secure 
evidence which will prove that Dowdall un- 
dertook to pass not only midwives but medi- 
cal students also. 


Calls Dowdall an Impostor. 


„ Dowdall ig not a physician,’’ said Dr. 
Egan. He has no certificate from the 
state, but he has held himself out to be one 
and to be able to enable students and women 
to pass the medical examinations. 

“Young medical students who are not 
sure of passing the examinations have been 
approached by men like Dowdall and have 
paid them fees to ‘fix’ us. About eight out 
of ten candidates in the medical examinations 


I caw didn’t 


pass and the game was fairly safe. 


When a candidate failed to pass after hav- 
ing dealings with these agents, there always 
was a ready excuse, and the money was given 
back. The men and women who deal with 
them and who pass the examinations are con- 
vinced, of course, that the state board is 
crooked and that their certificates were ob- 
tained from a grafting state official. 

Some fellows have been Jepresenting 
themselves to be agents of the city or state 
boards ‘of health. I had a letter from one 
woman practicing as a midwife in Chicago 
stating that she had been approached three 
times in one week by men representing them- 
selves to be agents of the state board and 
demanding money. The city board has been 
having about as much trouble as the state 
board with these frauds.” 


Denial Made by Dowdall. 
Dowdall was indignant at his arrest and de- 
clared he would make some one suffer for 
hie imprisonment. Regarding the accusa- 


tion of Mrs. Miller, he said: 
“T have never received one cent from 


this woman, nor have I ever promised to 
assist in obtaining © diploma for her. I 
could not otyain one for her, as she has not 
yet graduated. I am certain my innocence 
will be established when I am brought in 


court tomorrow morning.

CITY THROWN INTO TERROR. 


Crowd Attempts to Lynch Suspect; 
Fiend Warns in Note. 


BERLIN, July 26.—Three frightful crimes, 
resembling the Jack the Ripper *’ murders 
in London, but for the fact that instead of 
women the victims were little girls, followed 
one another with remarkable rapidity this 
afternoon almost in the center of the city 
and aroused the most Intense excitement and 
horror. 

Within a short space of time the assaasin 
successively enticed three girl babies. the 
oldest ogly 5 years, into doorways of houses 
and stabbed them several times in the ab- 
domen with a sharp instrument. 

The first knowledge that the crimes had 
been committed came when an occupant of 
the house at the corner of Ryke and Belford 
streets found the body of Margaritha Pra- 
witz, aged 4 years, lying in the doorway 
bathed in blood, and the lower part of the 
body horribly gashed. 

This was immediately reported to the po- 
lice, who were about to proceed to inveati- 
gate the case when reports came that Bertha 
Lenst, aged 3. and Elly Knispel, 5 years old, 
had been found similarly wounded, but still 
alive, in Prenzlauer Allee and Hensersdorfer 
street, respectively. 

Rumors soon spread throughout that vicini- 
ty which magnified the number of victims, 
and the inhabitants of the neighborhood be- 
came intensely excited. 

In the meantime the two victims who still 
lived were transported to a hospital Their 
condition is extremely precarious and they 
are not expected to survive. 


Fiend Writes Warning Note. 

Shortly after the crimes were committed 
a slip of paper with a death head sketched 
on it was found ona public seat in the square 
near the scene. On it was scribbled in a 
rambling hand: 

Away, away; in five minutes there will be « 
corpse. There is a child murderer in the neighbor- 
hood. Deliver this note to the police. I have killed 
children in Belforter, Preinslauer, and Hensers- 
dorfer streets. 

The police lecrned that a haggard man 
about 27 years old, well dressed and wearing 
a cap, had been seen offering candy and fruit 
to little girls whom he asked to accompany 
him. 

Attempt to Lynch Suspect. 

A man was arres ed shortly afterwards 
who tallied with this indefinite description. 
He was taken in a cab guarded by police to 
the police station. The or wd outside the 
station, believing him to be the murderer, at- 
tempted to drag him from the vehicle and 
lynch him, and he was oniy saved by the 
policemen drawing their swords and hold- 
ing the crowd at bay. 

The people then attempted to storm the 
station and the prisoner was removed to 
the central station for security. Tomorrow, 
should the two wounded children not die in 
the meantime, the prlegner will be con- 
fronted by them.

Tt was thought by this that the colored 
troops could be drawn out of the barracks 
by the shooting in the town in such a manner 
as to create an impression that the soldiers 
were making an attack upon Brownsville, 
and they would thus be able to appear in the 
role of enn ot their homes and fire- 
sides .

n Killed by Error. 

The bartender, it is claimed, was fully ad- 
vised of the plans of the alleged conspirators, 
and when the crowd rushed up past his sa- 
loon, he ran to the door with the intention of 
taking part in the fun.“ He discharged 
his revolver in the air, but the rioters thought 
he was resisting,.and shot him down. 

When approached for a statement of the 
evidence which, is in. the possession of the 
Constitution league, Mr. Marshall refused to 
disclose the results of his investigdtion, say- 
ing it would be disecourteous to the senate 
committee to make any statement as to what 
it is expected to prove by the witnesses.

HOPE IS IN CHARTER VOTE. 


Company Fears Referendum and 
Sees Wisdom of Action Soon. 


Although the gas, oll, and electric light 
committee of the city council voted yester- 
day to recommend the Chicago Telephone 
franchise ordinance for passage, that much 

opposed and much amended measure is not 
out of the woods yet. 

Its opponents have it in such a position 
that they are likely to get several more 
substantial conce@sions from the company 
before it gets its renewal. 

The retention of the $125 rate for business 
telephones, in connection with the pro- 
posed new measured rates, which are op- 
tional with the subscriber, was the most 
important demand made by subscribers, and 
this has beer granted in theamendement de- 
cided on Thursday and voted into the ordi- 
nance at the meeting of the committee yes- 
terday by a vote of eight to two. 

Company in an Awkward Position. 

There are other questions of almost equal 
importance and the minority on the commit- 
tee will keep up ite fight te secure them, it 
being the plan to send a minority report to 
the city council. This minority has the con» 
pany in an awkward position. If fhe Chicago 
charter be adopted by the vote of the people 
in September, a new law regarding the pas- 
sage of franchise ordinances will be in ef- 
fect, The franchise ordinance must, there 
fore, be passed by the city council before 
Sept. 17, or the company must take the chance 
of sending its measure to a referendum vote. 

If the charter be adopted and the franchise 
ordinance be not adopted before Sept. 17, it 
cannot become effective for sixty days after 
its passage by the council. and during this 
period 10 per cent of the voters may petition 
and secure the referendum of the Ordinance 
to popular vote. In such case it cannot be- 
come. ctive until a majority of the citi- 
sens voting at a general or special election 
have indorsed it. - 

Will Be Reported Sept. 3. 

The city council will meet Sept. 3. The 
ordinaric2 will be reported in at that meeting. 
It will be published and will go over until 
the next meeting, which is Sept. 9. It can 
be passed at that meeting or at the meeting 
Bept.

Will Announce His Candidacy for 
Governorship This Morning. 


EXPECTS HELP IN CHICAGO. 


Counts on the Support of Anti-Deneen 
Men in Cook County. 


Speaker Edward D. Shurtleff will enter the 
governorship race this morning with the as- 
surance that there will be factional fighting 
in the refublican organisation of Cook coun- 
ty and with the expectation of receiving the 
support of the Chicago anti-Deneen delegates 
in the state convention.

Mr. Shurtleff said he did not entér the race 
in any personal antagonism to Gov.

STORY WINS JUDGE'S PITY. 


Court Holds Experience of Wild Trip 
Punishment Enough. 


Oleveland, O., July 26.—[{Special.J—B. R. 
Buckley, a hotel clerk, and George Bililott, an 
actor, were taken from theroof of a carriage 
on the Lake Shore's Twentieth Century lim- 
ited when it arrived in Cleveland today after 
@ hair raising trip. 

They say they slipped on to the top of a 
sleeper as the train was pulling out of Buf- 
falo, not realizing the exposure and peril 
they invited. A few miles out of Buffalo, as 
the speed of the train increased and the noise 
rose to roar, the men clung desperately to 
one of the little guard rails for life, and finally 
fainted. 

A railroad detective found the men when 
the train pulled into Cleveland and brought 
them back to consciousness. Then they 
were arrested. 


Judge Pities and Lets Them Go. 
The men told Judge Fiedler such a movin 
tale of their experiences during their wild 
night ride that the Judge was moved to sym- 
pathy and permitted them to go on suspended 

sentences.

RUSSIAN TROOPS MUTINOUS 
IN PRESENCE OF THE CZAR. 


Seminovsky Regiment Dismissed from 
Parade—Illegal Literature Found 
When Barracks Are Searched. 0 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 28. —- While Em- 
peror Nicholas waé reviewing the troops en- 
camped at Krasnoye-Selo on Wednesday the 
Seminovsky regiment refused to partici- 
pate in the maneuvers and broke up the. 
order of parade. They demanded the re- 
tirement from their command of Gen. Rei- 
man, who, with Gen. Min, whom Reiman 
succeeded as commander of the regiment, 
when Min was assassinated at Peterhof in 
August of last year, ruthlessly put down 
the Moscow uprising in December, 1906. The 
regiment was immediately dismissed from 
parade and its barracks searched. Much H- 
legal literature was found, and four soldiers 
of the regiment were placed under arrest. 

The authorities soon will be in a position, 
as à result of their investigations, to issue 
indictments in the matter of the recent plot 
against the life of Emperor Nicholas. 

It is now known that women took the lead- 
ing parts in this.conspiracy. The principals 
are Mme. Feodossief, wife of a well known 
St. Petersburg lawyer; a woman cailed 
“Comrade Nina,“ alias Petrova, who took 
the most prominent part in the activities 
and who succeeded in making her escape to 
a foreign country; Boris Nikitenke, a re.

It de recalled, however, that the dis- 
cussion of the transmutation of elements at a 
meeting of the association last year, 


arising from the production of helium from 


led to a Vigorous controversy, in 
which Lore. Kelvin and other eminent men 
repudiated the transmutation idea, which 
wes s strongly supported dy Sir Oliver 
Lodge and others. 
Transmutation Not Established. 

Sir William Ramsay's latest experiments 
do not seem likely to have settled these differ- 
ences, but rather will reawaken discussion. 
The chemist himself modestly disclaims any 
ability to transmute the elements, but he 
believes the result of his “ degradation ” of 
copper will be of far reaching importance. 

3 makes the following declarations among 
others: 

From its inactivity it is probable that 
radium emanation belongs to the hellum se- 
ries of elements. During its spontaneous 
change it parts with relatively an enormous 
amount of energy. The direction in which 
that energy is expended may be modified by 
elrdumstances. It it is emanation alone or 
contact with hydrogen or oxygen gases, the 
portion decomposed or disintegrated by the 
energy is given off by the rest. The gaseous 
substance produced is, in this case, helium. 

“If, however, the distribution of energy is 
modified by the presence of water, that por- 
tion of the emanation which is decomposed 
yields neon, and if in the presence of copper 
sulphate, argon. Similarly copper is acted 
upon by the emanation of the degraded first 
member of its group—namely, lithium. 

Sodium May Be Product. 

It is impossible to prove that sodium or 
potassium is formed, seeing that they are 
constituents of the glass vessel in which the 
solution was contained, but from the analogy 
of the decomposition and the products of 
emanation they may also be products of the 
degradation of copper.

NEGROES’ SETTLEMENT HOUSE 


ASSURED FOR THE WEST SIDE. 


Project Decided Upon at Meeting of 
Those Interested—Probable Location 
in West Lake Street. 


The establishment of a west side settlement 
house for negroes was decided upon definitely 
yesterday afternoon, when the committee on 
organization, appointed last Wednesday at a 
meeting presided over by Judge Frank P.

One of the reasons is a fine illustration 
of the “invincible ignorance” of the aver- 
age committeeman when dealing with sub- 
jects beyond his special province.

‘The charter is con- 
demned because “ while pretending to con- 
solidate it “fails to consolidate where 
consolidation was most material.” The 
committeemen complain that neither the 
county nor the sanitary district, the im- 
provement districts, nor the forest pre- 
serve district is consolidated. | 

If the committeemen had read the con- 
stitutional amendment which. authorizes 
the legislature to give the city a new 
charter they would have known that it 
restricts consolidation to local govern- 
ments having jurisdiction exclusively. with- 
in the city of Chicago. The legislature 
could not go any farther in the direction 
of consolidation than it has gone. The 
committeemen censure it for not attempt- 
ing to overstep the constitution. | 

The charter consolidates the powers 
now vested in the city, board of educa- 
tion, townships, and park and library 
boards. That means getting rid of a large 
number of elective and appointive officers. 
It is a long step towards the simplifica- 
tion of local government. Prof. Frank 
Goodnow, in a recent comparison of Brit- 
ish and American systems of municipal 
government, asserts that American gov- 
efnment is too complex and suffers In effi- 
ciency thereby. | : 

Local government in Chicago is com- 
plex to an appalling degree. The demo- 
cratic committeemen would have it re- 
main as it is. They object even to the 
consolidation that is provided for. They 
proceed on the theory that whatever is 
in the charter must be wrong. If, it were 
to provide for county consolidation they- 
would object to that. ee 

The committeemen posing as the friends 
of a civil service law they detest assert 
that the charter would destroy its effi- 
ciency. That is not true. The efficiency 
of the civil service will be promoted. THe 
city will get more and better work out of 
its employoaes.

vote “in favor of the ‘present dramshop 
and Sunday closing ‘law of this state as 
enforced in the rural districts.” This is 
pitiful claptrap. Is there a man so feeble 
minded as to be affected by it? Nobody 
under 40 years of age can remember a 
time when the Sunday closing. law. was 
enforced in Chicago. A majority of the 
voters have been opposed to enforcement. 
They would remain opposed to it after the 
adoption of the charter and Sunday clos- 
ing would be as unknown in the future as 
in the past. 

The provisions relating to the board of 
education are condemned. That is nat- 
ural, for they make for greater efficiency. 
If the committeemen really believed in 
popular government they would approve 
provisions which give greater power over 
the. board to the council whose members 
are the representatives of the people. 

The voters are told they should vote 
down the charter because it does not 
recognize the “initiative.” If there be 
any measure that a majority of them 
actually favor they can bring sufficient 
pressure upon their representatives in the 
council to get the legislation they wish. 

The charter has its defects. There is 
not one of its friends who denies it. 
‘These defects the committeemen do not 
mention. They call the very virtues of 
the charter defects. It stands for sim- 
plicity of government, administrative effi- 
ciency and economy, and the better pro- 
tection of life, health, and property.. These 
are reforms which do not appeal to the 
committeemen, but they mistake sadly the 
temper of the community if they fancy 
that any political advantage can be se- 
cured by attacking those reforms. 


MAN’S FACE HIS PROPERTY. 

A New Jersey judge has ruled that a 
man’s face is as much his own property 
as his name, and that if it possesses any 
pecuniary value that value should accrue 
to the owner of the face and not to the 
person seeking to make unauthorized use 


ot it. This decision, which agrees sub- 


sta with a ruling made in a New 
York court, vindicates Mr. Edison’s com- 
plaint against a firm which had taken

The fact that the 
abuse has been suffered to grow un- 
checked, or that various persons in the 
public eye have been pleased rather than 
angered by the liberty, is not an excuse 
for the general practice, and it may be 
hoped that the recent decisions protect- 
ing remonstrants will go a long way to- 
ward abolishing the impertinence. 

By the unwritten law of presidential 
politics of the year of grace 1907 it is 
‘decreed that he who would pose as a can- 
didate for the highest office in the land 
must make known his wishes through 
some act of sterling heroism. A simple 
announcement may be conclusive but not 
convincing. A heroic act, without an- 
nouncement, will be taken as mute but 
significant testimony of the appearance of 
another Moses in the field. 

Mr. Bryan has been thus far eloquently 
in evidence as lecturer, orator, ‘and dis- 
penser of much political gospel. It has 
been hinted that he is in the hands of his 
friends, that their wishes are his law, 


and that he will bow to public clamor and 


appeal. But he has steadily refrained 
from a declaration of intention, awaiting 
such time as may prove that actions 
speak louder than words. That time and 
when Mr, 
Bryan, proceeding in his automobile from 
one place of oratory to another, was en- 
abled in a collision to spring from his 
machine, place a half fainting woman in 
the seat beside him, and bear her away to 
anxious friends and solicitous attendants.

THE GLIDDEN TOUR. 

Fifty automobiles ended the 1,600 mile 
touring contest for the Glidden trophy. 
Considering the condition of the roads 
over which a great part of the course was 
laid the showing was remarkably good. 
Contests like this. show much better than 
speed trials of racing machines the use- 
fulness of the automobile in the daily 
business of the country. 

The machines in the contest were all of 
American make, intended to stand the 
strain of passage over American roads. 
There were many accidents during the 
contest, some of them fatal, but ‘none of 
a character to prove the automobile un- 
suited for everyday use on any kind of a 
road which a team could go over. In 
fact, if the same number of. teams had 
started in the contest and taken the same 


route, not only the time would have been 


much greater but it is probable that there 
would have been more accidents. : 

If there is any need of such a demon- 
stration of.the practical qualities of the 
automobile it is because the automobile 
is not yet taken as seriously by the peo- 
ple of this country as it is by the people 
of France and England. It is still looked 
upon in this country too much as a toy 
of. the rich. While it is true that only 
persons with time and money to spare 
could afford to make the journey from 
Chicago to New Tork in an automobile 
for pleasure, a journey Hke this is a proof 
to every person in the country traversed 
that the automobile could be used by him 


in his necessary drives about his home 


county as freely as a team and road 
wagon. 

Perhaps the greater use of the automo- 
bile by serious people, taking it as an 
ordinary accessory of rural life, will solve 
the problem of the control of speed within 
proper limits. Owners of horses do not 
habitually drive them at full speed. Yet 
if horses never had been used before and 
some genius learned to tame and drive 
them, it is likely that the exhilaration of 
the speed possible would be the feature 
of their use to which attention would be 
especially paid. When automobiles be- 
come as common as horses it ‘will be as 
ridiculous to rush about in an auto as it 
would be now to drive on a gallop through 
the streets. And ridicule will secure 
what the law has difficulty in bringing 
about—a reasonable caution and modera- 
tion in the use of the automobile. The 
Glidden tour, as a demonstration of the 
serviceability rather than the speed of the 
automobile, is an exhibition highly to be 
commended. .

Sociologist Takes Issue with the 


RINCE MAXIMILIAN barony soe 

hereditary grand master gran

These maps are remarkable as tage | the 
first. in existence in which the name o the 
explorer Amerigo [Vespucci] was use® to 
designate this great continent. As soon as 
the discovery was made known the late 
Prince Waldburg was besieged by the repre- 


sentatives of libraries and collectors from all 


parts of the world, each anxious to purchase 


the maps. ; 0 , 
He, however, refused to part with them, 


although he permitted Father Fischer to re- 


produce them. His son and successor is of 
a different opinion and is anxious to sell tie 
originals, which he thinks should most fit- 
tingly find a home in America.

Waldseemuller was not only the librarian ef 
the lords of Waldburg at the end of the fif- 
teenth and at the beginning of the sixteenth 
century, but also the most famous g¢og- 


rapher and cartographer of his day. 


He carried on his work in the immense li- 
brary of the grand old castle of Wolfegg, on 
the Danube, in Wiirtemberg, and it was while 
rummaging in that library some years ago 
that the Rev. Father Fischer likewise dis- 
covered maps bearing the name of Waldsee- 
muller, dated 1507, and delineating with 
amazing accuracy the great lakes that con- 
stitute the sources of the Nile and which ac- 
cording to all modern geographies, encyclo- 
pedias, and other standard contemporary 
works of reference were first discovered a 


‘little less than half a century ago by the ex- 


plorers Speke, Grant, and Sir Samuel Baker. 

Yet Aristotle, in speaking of the crane of 
Lower Egypt, declares that they “ migra 
from the Scythian regions to the lakes lying 
above Egypt, from which the Nile arises," 
while Herodotus also makes mention of these 
lakes.. From this it will be seen that there 
is nothing new under the sun, and that the 
sources of the Nile were perfectly well known 
at the time of the discovery of America, and 
tHat in some strange way they had become 
lost to the geographers and scientists of the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries and 
had to be discovered afresh inthe nineteenth 
century by the explorers Speke, Grant, and 
Baker. 

The Waldburg family traces back its de- 
scent to Werner von Tanne, who flourished 
in the year 1100, and who was the first owner 
of that grand old stronghold, the castle of 
Wolfegg. 

The present prince owes his succession to 


the title and estates to the death of his elder | 


brother, who spent a considerable time in 
America, not as a prince possessed of vast 
wealth, but as a Jesuit priest under the name 
of Father Frederick. An unfortunate low 
affair tmpelled him to forsake the world and 
to enter holy orders, joining the Society of 
Jesus, where after the completion of his no- 
vitiate he speedily acquired celebrity through 
his eloquence. He died in England in the 
Jesuit institution of Ditton hall. 
—

Since he has been at the head of the French 
government he has availed himself of the op- 
portunity afforded by office to pay off a num- 
ber of old scores. Politicians who have at- 
tacked him, diplomats who had criticised him 
or slighted his friends, and journalists who 
in the course of their profession had occasion 
to abuse him in print, have all suffered from 
his resentment. 

Among them is Emile Loubet. The latter 
while president of the republic persistently 
declined te intrust Clemenceau with the task 
of forming an administration, is credited with 
haying prevented his being included in any 
cabinet, and pointedly abstained from ever 
summoning him to the Elysée with other 
leading politicians.and statesmen for con- 
sultation in moments of crises. 

Clemenceau has not forgotten this and 
when the other day Loubet put forward qui- 
etiy his candidature for the senatorship of the 
department of the Seine-et-Olse, which would 
have returned him by an overwhelming vote, 
the prime minister put his foot down so 
strongly against the candidature that the ex- 
president. had no alternative but to with- 
draw his name and to abandon all hope of 
obtaining a seat in the senate as long as 
Clemenceau remains in office.

Although Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman 
has been but eighteen months in office and 
was elected on a platform that was commit- 
ted to a reduction of the house of lords and 
to a curtailment of its powers and preroga- 
tives, yet he promises to distance all his pred- 
ecessors as premier in the number of peer- 
ages which he has nominated to the crown 
and for the creation of which he is responsi- 
ble. 

There are considerably more than a score 
of them that owe their existence to his pres- 
entation, and if he remains another five years 
in possession of the post of prime minister 
and continues at the present rate, there will 
be about a hundred new peerages to com- 
memorate his anti-house of lords administre- 
tion. 

It must be understood thoroughly that e 
peerage cannot be created without the con- 
sent of the premier or of a minister responsi- 
ble to parllament, while on the other hand 
the king is virtually forced by the spirit if 
not by the actual letter of the consatitwtion to 
bestow peerdges on all those nominated for 
the honor by the cabinet. 

The Salisbury-Balfour administration dur- 
ing its ten years of office from 1895 to Decem- 
ber, 1905, nominated sixty peers—at the rate 
of six a year. Lord Beaconsfield during uig 
six years of premiership, from 1874 to 1880. 
added but twenty new names to the roster of 
peers, about three a year. 

Mr. Gladstone between 1880 and 1885 added 
nineteen new members to the house of lords 
~about four a year. From this it will be seen 
that Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman bids 
fair to beat all records.

Nearly threescore new peerages have been 
created since the accession of King Edward, 
though in a few cases it is only fair to add 
that the peerages were conferred upon nobles 
already possessing seats in the house of 
lords, constituting merely a promotion. 

During the last fifty years 217 peerages 
have been created, the house of lords con- 
sisting of a little over 600 members. 

Of these 200 and odd peerages, forming a 
third of.the upper house of parliament, and 
which have been created within the last half 
century, thirty-four have gone to lawyers, 
eight to the army, one to the navy, and six 
to science, letters and art, represented by 
the baronies of Acton, Tennyson, Kelvin, 
Lister, Playfair, and Lord Leighton, the lat- 
ter being indeed extinct, 

Lord Leighton’s peerage was a short lived 
one, for the president of the Royal academy 
died within twenty-four hours after it had 
been bestowed upon him. 

Lord Ritchie was a member of the house 


of lords for only eighteen days, Lord Farn- § 


borough for six days, and Lord St. Helier 
[better known as Sir Francis Jeune} for six 
weeks. 

The remainder of the 200 and odd peerages, 
save for about a score given to civil servants, 


such as Lord Sanderson, Lord Knollys, the 


late Lorde Hammond and Currie and Paunce- 
fote, have been given for political party 
Services on the basis inaugurated by Pitt 
when prime minister that every man of good

Prof. Ross. of Madison Says Growing ! 


Democracy Means Small Families. 


f ° 


Madison, Wis., July 26.—[Special.]—Taking | 


issue with President Roosevelt on the desir- 
ability of raising large families, Prof, Ed- 
ward A. Ross, head of the sociology depart- 
ment of the Wisconsin State university, to- 
day. told his class that Restriction in the 
birth rate is a movement which at the bottom 


is salutary and that evils in its train appear 
to, be minor or transient or self-limiting or 


curable,”” 


Prof. Ross was lecturing on Western ? 
Civilization and Birth Rate,” and his dis- 


course caused a distinct stir among the stu- 
dents of sociology, physicians, and others at- 
tracted by the unusual character of his sub- 
ject. His advanced attitude on some socio- 
logical .questions brought. him into promi- 
nence several years ago, when he was a mem- 
ber of the faculty of Stanford university and 
later when he was a member of the faculty 
of the University of Nebraska. Prof. Ross is 
himself’the father of three children.

Opposition to View. 


After declaring that restriction in the birth 
rate was salutary, Prof. Ross, anticipating 
widespread opposition to such an assertion, 
ad g 
„I shal) have against me mystics, clerics, 
a priori moralists, sentimentalists, esthetics, 
militarists, capitalists, and politicians; but 
nevertheless I take my stand with those who 
hate famine, war, saber toothed competition, 
class antagonism, degradation of the masses, 
wasting of children, dwarfing of women, and 
cheapening of men.“ 

In a recent speech Prof. Ross took the 
ground that the day probably would come 
when mothers would be pensioned by the 
community. Today his only allusion to that 
theory was this: 

‘Shall we live to see a mother of more

Will as Preventive Factor. 


Another theory advanced by Prof. Ross 
today which possibly will draw a rejoinder 
is as follows: * 

In the face of the hobby riders, I main- 
tain that the cause of shrinkage in fecundity 
lies in the human will as influenced by cer- 
tain factors which have their roots deep in 
the civilization of our times.“ 

All of which, when placed with other 
statements in the course of his lecture, goes 
to support the theory that the rise or fall 
of the birth rate among the ultra civilized 
is largely a matter of individual volition— 
that the will may be used as a “ preventive ” 
measure. 

Prof. Ross declared he saw reason to op- 
pose the sensational attitude of those who 
view with alarm the apparently increas- 
ing tendency to sterility. 

“The growing spirit of democracy,“ he 
paid, “affects, to a large extent, the birth 
rate. A large family of children is consid- 
ered by many to be a bar to social and 
economic advancement. The evidences are 
that the emancipation of women, opening 
to her many professional and industrial 
careers, raises her value and weight in the 
marriage partnership and causes the heavy 
physiological and personal cost of excessive 
maternity to be more considered by the hus- 
band, as well as by the wife. 

Decay ot religious beliefs is a strong 
factor in the restriction of the birth rate. 
Parents who ‘ trust in providence’ and hold, 
with Luther, that God makes children and 
that he will provide for them, are rare now- 
adays. The struggle of women to realize 
individuality has obliged her to rebel against

Reasons for Smaller Families. 

Forecasting “ retardation in the numerical 
growth of the occidental peoples, Prof. 
Ross sald: 

“A phenomenon so widespread and striking 
is a challenge to the tyro and fanatic, and 
hence all manner of silly, cheap, or partial 
explanations compete for public credence. 
Some attribute it to physiological sterility 
induced by alcoholism and high pressure, 
forgetting that the child crop of the sober 
rural communities is often scantier than 
that of the Jjntemperate, mining or indus- 
trial towns, and that the falling off in the 
birth rate seems due to the smaller size 
of families rather than toa greater frequency 
of childless couples. 

With the wiping out of sharp class lines 
irherited standards of living lose their grip. 
Wants and tastes once confined to the social 
elite spread resistlesely downward and infect 
the masses. Tidal waves of imitation carry 
a craving for luxuries, hitherto looked upon 
as the prerogative of the rich, among mi- 
lions of people of limited means, and these, 
in. their endeavor to gratify their newly 
awakened wants, learn to economize in off- 
spring. The little stranger trenches on rai- 
ment, bric-a-brac, upholstery, travel, and 
entertainment. Here are decencles, there 


comforts, yonder refinements, and the van- | 
ities of life compete with the poseible child ‘ 


and bar it from existence. 

“Our age glories most in that science and 
technique are able to develop resources to 
meet the demands of a swelling population, 
Ought we not rather glory in the fact that 
the civilization.wrought out within the mem- 
ory of living men is the first that ever really 
solved on a great scale the prohlem of pain- 
lessly equilibrating population to resources?
